Prevention of Short Title. 




In this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise requires, 


(a) “industrial dispute” means any dispute between 
employers and workmen or between workmen and workmen which 
is connected with the employment or non-employment, or terms 
of the employment, or with the conditions of labour of any person; 


Definitions of 
industrial dispute 
and association. 


(b) “Workmen” means all persons employed in trade 
or industry, whether’ or not in the employment of the employer 
with whom an industrial dispute arises; 


(r) “Association” means any association registered 
under the Ottoman Law of Societies, dated the 29th of Rajah, 
1327, or under the Co-operative Societies Ordinance, 1920, or 
the Companies Ordinance, 1921, which has amongst its objects 
the regulation of the relations between workmen and masters, 
or between workmen and workmen, or between masters and 
masters. 


3. Any person who, wrongfully and with a view to com¬ 
pelling any other person to do or to abstain from doing any 
act which he lias a legal right to do or to abstain from doing. 


Wrongful inter¬ 
ference with 
exercise of right.

(c) hides any tools, clothes, or other property owned

shall be liable on conviction to a lint* not exceeding £K. -0 
to imprisonment lor a period not exceeding three months.

Provided that it shall la* lawful for one or moie persons, 
acting on their own behalf nr on behalf of any Association, or of; 
industrial employer or linn, in contemplation or furtherance 
an industrial dispute, lo attend at or near a house or place where 
a person works or carries on business, if they so attend merely 
for the purpose of peacefully obtaining or communicating 
formation or of peacefully persuading any person to work nr 
abstain from working.
